I hiked 45 minutes up to a grassy, treeless hilltop with my old HW-8 and 
dipoles for 15 and 20. Murphy came along too for a sparring match -- oh 
well, it's nice to sort these things out before Field Day. The keyer was 
DOA. The dipoles (proven under a tree) seemed to resonate out of band. 
The transmitter didn't load up normally and got a report of a "fuzzy" 
signal. And the antenna toppled several times. All these things were 
tested at home but there is no substitute for real field experience. 


The log shows a total of two contacts, both on 20. On the bright side, 

it was a beautiful day with clear skies and clear reception. While eating 
lunch among the flowers, I listened to everybody piled up on 40 meters. 
There was no line noise, and 15 was open, too. Heard several Inet folks. 


The antenna mast was something a little different. K-Mart sells 
replacement tent poles which are fiberglass in 2 foot sections. They 
don't telescope or taper, instead they have a steel ferrule at one end 
and stack without limit. To make a more stable connection, throw away 
the shock cord and shim the fiberglass end of each section with a spiral 
of notebook paper to make a snug fit. This mast is very whippy and 
needs to be guyed every 6 feet to handle 30 MPH gusts. For the 
inconvenience of all those guy cords, you get something which is easy 

to carry in a backpack. 


Thanks to NORCAL for the excuse to get out in the field. This weekend 
was a good time for it, too. Hope everyone got out there and had fun.

Jim, I use the SKY WIRE LOOP found in the ARRL antenna handbook 16th 
edition. Since you think you can put up 272 feet of wire you can feed it 
as a top hat as described in the book. Bob WO3B has a variation of this 
using 450 ohm ladder line and his is over 544. The key thing is we 
launched/pulled shielded wire through the top of the trees to get it as 
high as possible. There are over 12 of these type loops, each a little 
different depending on the location. Each is receiving high marks for 
preformance.

The low of the sunspot cycle is a great time for getting on 160 meters. It 
will be a great band in the evenings for a couple of years, especially in 
the winter when noise levels are lowest in the northern hemisphere. 


When we hams set out to build a 160m antenna the first problem we pose 
ourselves is that of size. Next, we are concerned about minimizing noise 

pickup since static levels on this band are high and its proximity to the 
broadcast band makes our receivers vulnerable to strong signal overload. 

Third, many of us hope there is some way to work DX with a low antenna. 

Fourth, we always hope the antenna will play without any tweaking or 

adjusting. Fifth, we would like to screw it onto the radio and have it 

present a perfect 50-ohm load. Last, we hope that whatever antenna will 

satisfy all those conditions will fit the pocket book and pass inspection by 
household top management. Is it any wonder that we find 160 meters a challenge? 


Probably the first thing to put in our minds is that when the ionosphere is 
smiling on us, even non optimal antennas will let us listen to what is going 
on and can radiate enough for us to be heard 599 somewhere. It is usually 
better to have any antenna than to have none. 

Beyond that, much valuable experience with the band and its characteristics 
can be accumulated while using any antenna. It is better to be acquiring 
this while we are still imagining and dreaming about the elusive killer 
antenna that will meet all the conditions that would make it perfect for our 
situation. 


What antenna do you have already? 

What does it let you do on 160 now? 

What performance improvement would you value most? 
What supports are available? --presently in use?

Just got back form a Hamfest with a MX-14S complete with speaker/mike, 
12 to 9.5 volt supply and 4 crystals. The manual is a bit scrimpy and 
the really interesting stuff is in Japanese so I'm hoping another owner 
can help with the following questions. 


How do you get into it to change batteries or crystals? There is a large 
screw on the back, two screws on one side and a screw and the strap 
attachment on the other. Which do I undo? 


There is a slide switch on the rear above the mode switch which may be a 
filter or attenuator. When I move it signal levels drop and it MAY 
filter CW signals a bit but not really effectively. There is no mention 
of this in the info I have. 


The DC-DC converter has an extra lead, with a coax connector, attached to 
the lighter plug and the guy who sold it said that is what you use for 


charging (with the switch on the back of the set in the charging 
position). Is this, in fact, correct? Do you use 12 volts to charge 
the NiCads? 


Apart from that everything seems to be fairly obvious but any information 
would be helpful. I'm hoping to take this on a trip to Scotland this Summer.
